From Washiifto* City 

A "reform movement" hat been in- 
augurated In the District of Colombia, 
In whloh the "liquor traffc qnsaUsn" 
forms the main Usee. A few mootha 
ago, the W. C. T. U. drew up and 
caused to read at the Capitol, a petition 
which was In effect a vigorous attack 
on the morals of the Capitol City, al- 
leging carelessness on the part of the 
authorities In granting Uqoor licenses 
and a looseness In enforcing the laws 
against other vices which they claimed 
so much disgraced the Nation's Capi- 
tol. These charges the authorities de- 
nied and offered statistics to prove that 
tbe morals of Washington were no 
worse than those or other cities ot like 
size and population. This tirade was 
also considered by many residents as 
unjust and uncalled for. Whether tbe 
charges were true or not, as far as the 
reformation sought ts concerned, Is 
now immaterial, since tbe end designed 
has been accomplished. Tbe Statue 
books contains laws ample enough to 
limit and control the liquor traffic, if 
not to extirpate the other vices incident 
to urge cities. 

A great many of these laws however, 
have been considered obsolete and In- 
valed and exceedingly difficult to pros- 
ecute nnder tbem. That this state of 
affairs should exist, is not by any 
means the desire of Washington peo- 
ple, or altogether tbe fault of ber au- 
thorities. It must be remembered 
that the District has no lawmaking 
power, that Congress Is her guardian 
and like many other guardians she Is 
often alow in providing for the wants 
of her ward. 

Id tbe effort to pnrge the City of 
some ot its vice, the authorities have 
resurrected the old "ordinances" pass- 
ed by the city council and legislature 
before It came under the fostering care 
of Congress, In order that the people 
might know tbat such laws exist, no- 
tice of tbem was published and further 
notice that they would be enforced on 
and after April 21st was given. Tbls 
had reference to the "Sunday law" In 
particular, the effect of wblcb bas been 
not only ro close up the saloons on the 
Sabbath, but to prohibit the sale of 
every thing with tbe exception of med- 
icines. The "bars" that have for 
years entertained their Sunday' visitors, 
we might aay with impunity, are now 
made most conspicuous by the Sign 
"Bar closed" posted In their windows. 
A great many of the saloons wain their 
patrons of the approach of Sunday 
with such reminders as "Load up for 
Sunday." "Make hay while the snn 
shines" etcs. conspicuously posted. As 
a result of enforcing the Sunday law, a 
number of "tesf ess e s are now await- 
ing the action of the court. If the 
courts decides the "ordinances" to be 
valid prosecutions will be continued 
and the authorities, with legislative 
aid from Congress will raise the morals 
of tbe National Capitol to n higher 

standard.
